These 
folks here are different from 
mountain people but they are 
real Church of God people who 
believe in practicing what they 
preach, with some exception. We 
have had some litffe trouble 
but things are moving on now 
and we want our little district 
to stay on the Church of Cod 
map. We love the people here 
and believe they love us. We 
are praying for a real revival 
here as this is a ripe field and 
people are real hungry for the 
Gospel. We went about ten 
miles from here Sunday and had 
two services. There were six- 
teen in the altar and we organ- 
ized a Sunday School. They 
want a meeting, althcvgh no 
one has yet received the Holy 
Ghost, but I believe the rain is 
coming, I see the little cloud 
“about as large as a man’s 
hand.”—J. B. Weeks.
